Although not designed to 
accommodate this large a gathering 
and although this is not planned as a 
regular pattern, it was most ap- 
propriate that the first use of this 
hall should be for such a service. 
The seating capacity was enlarged 
by placing chairs on the platform 
for the 60 voice choir made up of 
the combined choral groups — the 
Concert Choir, College Chorus and 
the Clarke Singers. 

The entire service was one of wor- 
ship in music and the inspiring ex- 
perience was one to be long remem- 
bered by all who participated in it. 
The service planned and directed 
by Mr. J. B. McElroy featured in- 
strumental numbers, congregational 
singing and choral music. With Huey 
Harpe at the Rodgers Organ and 
Leslie Jernigan at the Yamaha grand 
piano these magnificant instruments 
made an excellent contribution to 
the worship service. 


Move Made Into Fine Arts Building 



The move into the Fine Arts Building 
has been made without fanfare because it 
was made of necessity before the con- 
struction was entirely finished. The Re- 
cital Hall did not have its floors tiled or 
seats installed and much of the furniture 


had not arrived. But the second week of 
the new semester the move was made 
into the completed part of the building 
— the studios, lecture rooms and practice 
rooms. 


The students and teachers in the 
departments of music and speech 
are delighted with the facilities they 
now have for work in these areas. 
There is a “Speech Corner” with 
lecture room and offices, a choral 
room with stepped seating, a lecture 
room for the class piano work, studio- 
offices for the teachers, piano prac- 
tice rooms, and a lovely recital hall 
for recitals, plays, and many other 
activities for limited audiences.

The new musical instruments in 
the building are among tbe finest. 
The Rodgers organ, the instilment 
selected for the Recital Hall, is con- 
sidered by many leading musicians 
as one of the two or three best 
makes among the electronic organs. 
It has a three manual draw-knob 
console, abundant power and a 
wide range of stops. Also, it has a 
series of pre-set pistons for each 
manual which allow the organist to 
set up a large number of registra- 
tions to have at instant fingertip 
control. The tone quality of this in- 
strument approaches very close to 
true pipe organ quality. 

The Recital Hall also has a new 
Yamaha grand piano, a make which 
also is among the world’s best, and 
several new Yamaha studio pianos 
are provided for studios and prac- 
tice rooms. It is good to know that 
Clarke students not only study under 
highly competent teachers but also 
have the privilege of studying and 
practicing on instruments that are 
among the best available anywhere.

Professor J. B. McElroy 

All the teachers in the Music De- 
partment perform their tasks with 
high professional skill and dedication. 
Mr. J. B. McElroy, choral director 
and voice instructor, began his full- 
time work with the college in 1965, 
having served part-time the year be- 
fore, commut from Meridian, Since 
then he has been the tireless and 
constant preceptor, promoter, orga- 
nizer, and morale officer of the 
choral music area of the college. 
Having come from a community that 
offered practically no advantages in 
music, yet having a strong desire to 
learn, Mr. McElroy feels a keen in- 
terest in those students who come to 
Clarke with little or no background 
in music. He tells every student 
frankly that the work will be hard, 
but he never discourages one who 
has a real interest and who is willing 
to work. He says that some of the 
students who have been most suc- 
cessful are those who knew practical- 
ly nothing about music when they 
came. We know that this fact must 
reflect much credit upon their in- 
I structor, who inspires slow learners 
to hang on and do their best. 

Mr. McElroy is well prepared for 
i his work. Having done his college 
work at Clarke and Mississippi Col- 
| lege, he continued his education at 
I the New Orleans Baptist Seminary. 
From tli is institution he received the 
Bachelor of Church Music and Master 
of Church Music degrees. He takes 
advantage of many opportunities for

Mrs. Addie Wilson McNeeiy teach- 
es first year Theory, Voice, Music 
Fundamentals, and Music History 
and literature.

She came to 
Clarke in 1962 and has served con- 
tinuously since. Her experience in- 
c’udes teaching Public School Music 
through 6 grades, Junior High and 
High School Choruses, private voice 
lessons, serving as Minister of Music 
in churches, teaching follow in Music 
Education at Southwestern Baptist 
Seminary and College teaching. 

When asked her favorite subject 
in teaching. Mrs. McNeeiy said, “This 
would be children’s choirs, because 
of the marvelous opportunity to do 
creative work; but I enjoy all my 
teaching due to the fact that each 
subject in some way opens up a new 
world to some student. Any subject 
which will challenge one student is 
a challenge to me.” She loves serious 
music, mentioning as one of her 
favorite works Bach’s Christmas 
Oratorio, because of some of his 
wonderful preludes and fugues for 
organ. She also enjoys music from 
ether areas, even “modern music 
when I study it in terms of what 
the composer is trying to say through 
this medium”. One of the chief re- 
wards, in Mrs. McNeely’s case, “is 
seeing a life unfold before my eyes 
from a timid, uncertain individual 
to one who is more confident and 
more ab T e to take his place in so- 
ciety and to make his contribution 
to life and to the Kingdom of God”. 

One frustrating element is not being 
able to follow 7 the student on into his 
later years and to help him advance 
beyond the limits of junior college.

Home life for the McElroys re- 
volves around their discussion of new 
music, his programs with the en- 
sembles and choirs, and other musi- 
cal activities of the college. “We 
spend much time sight-reading new 
anthems and other music. I enjoy 
playing for many of his solos, or at 
least rehearsing them in our home. 
We also love to listen to our very 
fine selection of recordings.” 

Getting students to practice regular- 
ly is one of the ever present prob- 
lems, Mrs. McElroy says; and she 
finds it amusing to see some of her 
pupils try to bluff their way through, 
when she can tell so definitely that 
they have only done a few hurried 
exercises just before recitation time! 
Many difficulties arise. She says that 
one of her pupils had fingers too 
large to go between the back keys; 
but he solved this problem by turning 
his fingers slightly to one side. This 
was easier than buying another 
piano! Another had such a vigorous 
“touch” that she feared for the safe- 
ty of the instrument! Her greatest 
satisfaction comes in getting to know 
the student well and to enter helpfully 
into his life.

debtedness on the plant facilities con- 
structed during the Expansion Pro- 
gram — the Science Hall, 'Men’s 
Residence Hall and Women’s Resi- 
dence Hall. Upon recommendation 
by the Board of Trustees the bond 
issue was approved by the Missis- 
sippi Baptist Convention in Novem- 
ber 1967. 

A great deal of work had to be 
done in order to get the bonds pro- , 
pared and produced — legal work j 
on the title, preparation of the proper | 
resolution, note deed of trust, print- 
ing of the bonds, etc. This volume j 
of work has been done and the bonds 
are now available. 

Official information concerning the , 
bond issue will be found in a pros- 
pectus available from the College 
Business Office. However, the fol- 
lowing is given for information to 
those who may be interested. The 
bonds are issued in denominations 
of $500, $1,000 and $5,000. there being 
a total of 300 bonds aggregating a 
total value of $300,000. Interest at 
the rate of 6% per annum is paid 
semi-annually on February 1 and 
August 1 of each year upon presen- 
tation of tM* 'proper coupons which 
are attached to the bonds. Maturi- 
ties of the bonds range from one 
year to twelve years. 

A considerable number of lx>nds 
had already been sold by the time 
they were received from the printer 
and there is every indication that 
the entire issue will be sold. This 
refinancing of the entire outstand- 
ing obligation on the plant facili- 
ties into one bond issue is an ex- 
cellent move for the College. Anyone 
interested in purchasing a bond or 
bonds is invited to write <hc Business 
Office for a copy of the Prospectus.

chorus could do so, regardless of 
his music ability — and this is still 
true. It is different with the Con- 
cert Choir, which may be entered 
only by audition. Each of the groups 
usually has about 35 to 40 members. 
A few times, as in the presentation 
of the Messiah, the two groups are 
combined. 

In the last few years two smaller 
groups have been formed, the Choral- 
ettes for girls and the Choralaires 
for men. They usually have six to 
eight members. These ensembles 
represent the college in schools, clubs 
and churches, as w^ell as conventions 
and assemblies. Now and then the 
two select groups are combined; and 
they are then called the Clarke Col- 
lege Singers. 

Each year the Concert Choir makes 
a tour in the spring, presenting con- 
certs in churches and schools. These 
programs, whether of secular or 
sacred music, are very popular being 
well received everywhere they are 
given. They constitute most effective 
! publicity for the college. 

The morale of the participating 
students is kept at a very high level, 
including much fun at the proper 
times. The bus driver, a good natured 
gentleman named Charlie, who has 
j driven the touring groups for several 
! years, is a great favorite with the 
| students. Once, as a tour neared its 
j close, Mr. McElroy was surprised, 

; or a better word would be “shocked”, 
when the curtain rose, to see Charlie 
in the choir all decked out with robe 
and white collar! The “show had to 
go on”; and Mrs. McElroy says that 
Charlie did very well since he had 
heard the program so often that he 
could sing right along with the stu- 
dents!

All teachers and students are re- 
joicing that we have been able to 
move from the old “iMusic Hall”, a 
transplanted barrack structure, to 
the Lott Fine Arts Building, which 
was only recently completed. Mr. 
McElroy recalls that the walls of the 
old building were so thin that when 
the phone rang, it was necessary to 
run to all the practice rooms to 
silence the pianos so that it could 
be learned who was wanted on the 
phone. Users of the old structure 
also tell of the “back to nature” 
features of hearing squirrels play on 
the roof and of the two swarms of 
bees that decided to make their home 
in the building. 

Over against all the inadequacy of 
this makeshift building is the well 
planned, carefully constructed, acous- 
tically arranged and treated Lott 
Building. With maximum sound proof- 
ing everwhere, piano lessons or prac- 
tice, voice lessons and chorus exer- 
cises, studio conferences and office 
work, or speech class recitations may 
all be carried out simultaneously, 
with no interference at all from one 
activity to the other.

Professor J. B. McElroy, voice in- 
structor has recently started a course 
called Class Voice, Music 120. He | 
says that this is not to displace 
private instruction, but to be used 
along with it. Thus, students meet 1 
a class the first part of* the week 
and have a private lesson later in 
the week. 

Certain advantages in class instruc- 
tion are given by Mr. McElroy.

Class members see a great variety 
of vocal problems discovered and 
treated by the instructor. 2. A stu- 
dent can often recognize some of his 
own difficulties and correct them 1 
more rapidly when the same flaw is 
pointed out in the singing of another. 

3. Superior students inspire the less 
gifted to more determined effort in 
order to tfieet* 1 higher standards. 4. 
Since a textbook is used in class 
voice (but not in private lessons), 
the instruction is likely to be better 
organized and more inclusive. 5. The 
constant presence and pressure of an 
“audience” tends to help the student 
overcome his fears and inhibitions 
more quickly. 6. The class is exposed 
to a wider range of vocal literature 
than an individual could attempt. 7. 
The student is trained to sing equally 
well for solo work or in ensembles. 

8. In case the student should plan to 
teach voice or direct choral work, 
there is a greater opportunity to gain 
insight into the vocal problems of 
others.

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The President Speaks 

Financial aid to students is a subject 
given a great deal of interest today. One of 
the first questions asked by a substantial ma- 
jority of our prospective students is “What 
financial help would be available?' 7 

Many ask this question because help of 
some kind is a practical necessity for them. 
Although we speak of our times as an era of affluence, many 
people in the middle-income bracket find it rather difficult 
to meet the rising cost of higher education for sons and daugh- 
ters. Some students ask it because they want to make part or 
all of their own way. Still others are interested in securing 
some type of scholarship because of the prestige involved. 

A great many colleges are able 
to offer various forms of scholar- 
ship aid either from their own 
abundant funds of from money pro- 
vided by the Federal Government. 

This adds to the pressures on a 
school like ours that does not have 
such funds available. 

A number of donors are especially 
interested in seeing their gifts go to 
help students. This seems to per- 
sonalize the giving and to give it 
more meaning than when it goes to 
the institution itself. At this point it 
is good to remember that the institu- 
tion itself exists for the students and 
its ultimate purpose is to enable 
individual Christian students to pre- 
pare themselves to render their best 
service to God and their fellow-man. 

Thus gifts to the school itself are 
ultimately gifts to the individual stu- 
dents.

scholarship grants and work scholar- 
ships. The budget for the new year 
includes $26,300 for work scholarships 
and about $10,000 in academic and 
other scholarship grants. This makes 
a total of more than $35,000 in all 
forms of student aid, or more than 
one-third as much as the total stu- 
dent fees and tuition for the year. 
This is money well spent for it en- 
ables many fine students to get an 
education. The problem is that the 
money has to come from endowment 
earnings, unrestricted gifts or other 
sources. 

This information was conveyed in 
a letter a few weeks ago and it 
brought a prompt and gracious re- 
sponse from a number of our friends. 
Almost $3,000 has come in to help 
meet these needs and this is a great 
help. The gifts ranged from $5 to

Baccalaureate address by Dr. W. Lewis Nobles, now president of 
Mississippi College, delivered May 18, 1968, at 6:00 P. M. in First 
Baptist Church, Newton (slightly abridged) 

There is no easy way to make the most of your life. Even 
if you believe that pleasure is the only good, you have to do 
some work to make the pleasure possible. 

Our way of life has as one of its principles the fact of 
work. One is expected to contribute economically, socially, 
and culturally. 

Having mastered the daily routine of living within this

Of what does a full life consist? 
First of all, it requires that you be 
awake and active. It requires that 
you stretch your mind muscles so 
as to grasp and comprehend much 
that will not force itself upon you. It 
requires that you see and appreciate 
beauty. It requires you to stand on 
your own two feet, measuring up to 
life’s demands, while at the same 
time you bow in awe of life’s un- 
explained mysteries. This adds up 
to seeing life steadily and seeing it 
whole. 

As you progress from youth to 
adulthood you will learn to adjust, 
yourself to the circumstances of your 
new life so that you fit into the total 
situation. Insofar as you adapt your- 
self intelligently, you are master of 
your fate. 

Graduates, the time has come to 
grow up, and growing up consists 
in the main of bringing random im- 
pulses under control and coordinat- 
ing hit-or-miss activities. The mature 
world, whether business, professional 
or technical, has no use for youths 
who enter it glorifying infantilism 
.... like a small child crying, 
“look at me!” as he jumps off a six- 
inch high step. 

About Being Ambitious 

When you are seeking personal ful- 
fillment, that is true ambition. You 
take into account your talent, your 
tastes, your hopes, and the demands 
of the business or professional or 
scientific career you want, and you 
move toward perfecting your ability 
to meet them. 

What is your real, chief and fore- 
most object in life? The vocation you 
choose will color your relations with 
the world. The act of choosing will 
give you a miniature plan to stimu- 
late and arouse you, to urge you on 
to desirable action, and to keep you 
from false paths. 

Self-fulfillment does not always 
mean reaching a lofty height of per- 
fection. The perfection of a tree on 
a rocky hillside is judged by this: 


in its environment of soil and climate 
and molestation by men and animals, 
it has done all that could be expected 
of it. The tree may be poverty- 
stricken, hunger-pinched, tempest- 
tortured, and stripped of its bark, 
not at all an ideal tree of its species, 
but it has prevailed in being the best 
tree under the circumstances. This 
is what God expects of you in your 
life. 

The Best In Life 

A perceptive person discriminates 
between what the herd approves and 
what he himself has set in his mind 
upon as being valuable. To such a 
person most of the pleasures which 
are run after by mankind are super- 
fluous, or even trouble and a burden. 

Discrimination means to prefer the 
best. It takes account of what may 
be rather than what is. It looks for 
possibilities. It has learned to scorn 
mediocrity and things that are shod- 
dy by becoming acquainted with the 
best. This is easy to do. Whether 
your interest is in poetry, science, 
or business, there is available to you 
the opportunity to make yourself 
familiar with the first-rate of all 
time. 

Everything else in your life is rela- 
tive to the thing you choose as your 
measure of success, so let it be 
nothing small. 

When you are striving for money, 
position, or power, you have many 
competitors, but when you are de- 
veloping your own personality so as 
to get the most out of life you have 
no outside competition. The chief 
good you seek is something which 
is your own, not easily taken from 
you. 

On Making Friends 

Be fastidious in adopting new 
modes and new friends. They must 
fit your personality and your ambi- 
tion.

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(From Page 3, Col. 4) 
no less worthy than yourself. It 
should be made up of people who 
makes you feel the roominess of life 
Even if you feel more at ease with 
third raters, you must not repose 
there: people of a higher intellectual 
order must be your companions if 
you are to fulfill your potentiality. 

This is not to say that* you must 
be a climber, a detestable sort of 
person, but you need to protect your 
good name and your future against 
the disrepute of bad or inferior com- 
pany. And when you have made 
friends of whose affection and devo- 
tion you can be sure, take Shake- 
speare’s advice to heart: “Grapple 
them to thy soul with hoops of steel.” 

The Search For Happiness 

Happiness is an individual thing, 
made up of work, interests, friend- 
ships, the pursuit of an ideal, and 
health. 

A man does not have to go around 
oozing cheerfulness in order to be a 
happy man. He may be happy in 
depth, and that sort of happiness, in 
the words of Robert Frost, the United 
States poet, “Will bear some keeping 
still about.” He is enjoying durable 
satisfactions. 

To get the most out of life we need 
to do our best, participate in the 
best sort of activity, and solve our 
problems in the best way. “Best” 
in this context means the highest 
for which our talents equip us. It 
means more what we put into life 
than what we loot out of life. You 
get out of anything what you put into 
it, except the slot machine. 

A rich full life cannot be described 
in terms of money, power, and pres- 
tige. John Ruskin, the nineteenth 
century essayist and lecturer, insist- 
ed that to live a full life we must 
have five qualities similar to those 
required in good architecture: Unity, 
the type of divine comprehensive- 
ness; Repose, the type of divine 
permanence; Symmetry, the type of 
divine justice; Moderation, the type 
of government by law; and Infinity, 
the type of divine incomprehensibil- 
ity.

It is the mind’s 
ability to recall past experiences and 
relate them to new situations in com- 
binations of infinite variety. 

Hold your mind’s door open to new 
ideas, all kinds of them. When a new 
idea enters, it may seem timid and 
rough hewn, it needs to be encourag- 
ed and to have its jagged edges 
smoothed. It may be only a small 
idea, but don’t despise it.

he wrote an essay called “On the 
Enjoyment of Unpleasant Places.” 

Let your preparations for making 
the most of your life be suitable 
to your hopes and the greatness of 
your enterprise. Of this be sure, there 
is no free pass that will admit you 
to a full life. But if the effort you 
make appears to be tedious or irk- 
some, recall your purpose and your 
quest, then the vexations of daily 
life will seem trivial. 

These are some parts of a well- 
rounded life, but so dismembered, 
life loses its attractiveness and its 
joy. You will not find your desired 
life in shrivelled abstractness and 
formally stated percepts, but you will 
find it clothed in the living form of 
your own personality when all these 
principles are made part of you. *

divine justice; M(xlcration, the type 
of government by law; and Infinity, 
the type of divine incomprehensibil- 
ity. 

There is no place for make-believe 
in such a life. You are not living 
through the day to please others or 
to put on a good show, but to meet 
your critical self at nightfall. 

That self takes little account of 
what people around you during the 
day said about you. They are in- 
competent to judge your compulsions 
and your purposes, and if your stan- 
dards are high you need pay no heed 
to their finicky criticisms. If a post- 
man takes time to kick every dog 
that barks, he’ll never get the mail 
delivered. 

All the precepts looked at so far 
contribute to the building of charac- 
ter. A person of character is one 
who hates cruelty, despises softness, 
and detests those who climb on the 
shoulders of others. He recognizes 
the dignity of duty, fairness, sympa- 
thy, cooperation and all the other 
tilings that make a decent society 
possible. He has taste, which is the 
instinctive and instant preferring of 
one material object to another with- 
out any ob violis* Reason. 

These are essential to making the 
most of life. They imply develop- 
ment of the whole man and the 
harmonizing of all his parts. 

To live a full life you need to score 
heavily on interests tapping your 
energies and your store of qualities 
through a great variety of outlets. 
A person who is not wise enough to 
seek diversity of interests leads a 
monotonous and thin life, and is sub- 
ject to the evils of satiety and bore- 
dom. 

If you are “well-rounded”, every- 
thing you do will be done with en- 
thusiasm, a sense of values, imagi- 
native thinking, and self-confidence. 

Without enthusiasm you are living 
only half a life, merely “getting by.” 
This most dynamic of human quali- 
ties can be pictured as the ideal de- 
scended to earth to do battle with 
realities. It is the whole-hea**tedness 
that carries you through tasks and 
routine activities. 

Another word for it is “Zest,” de- 
fined by the dictionary as “gusto,” 
something that gives a “relish;” 
having zest means that you are so 
eager about living that you can hard- 
ly wait for morning to get started 
again. It makes life perpetually fasci- 


smoothed. It may be only a small 
idea, but don’t despise it. 

The Strenuous Life 

The person in search of a satisfy- 
ing life does not ask for comfort, but 
for an opportunity to exercise his 
abilities. Not everyone is born with 
a longing for strenuous discomfort in 
remote places, but everyone who is 
trying to accomplish something knows 
that you cannot make the most of 
your life if you try to exist as a non- 
participating unit in the life around 
you. 

Indolence is a distressing state. We 
must be doing something to be happy. 
Effort and struggle with difficulties 
are as natural to man as grubbing 
in the ground is to a gopher. To have 
all his wants gratified is intolerable. 
It is the denial of the abundant life. 

“Comfort,” said Kahlil Gibran, the 
Labanese poet, “is a stealthy thing 
that enters the house as a guest, 
and then becomes a host, and then 
a master.” We should be alert to 
unmask its nature before we learn 
to love it too greatly. 

Don't Sit Down Too Soon 

The problems accompanying suc- 
cess are more agreeable than those 
contingent upon failure, but they are 
no less challenging. To handle any 
sort of problem successfully, we need 
to weigh possibilities, discard de- 
tails that are irrelevant, divine the 
general rules according to which 
events occur, and test our decision 
by experiment. 

Do not be easily discouraged in 
your search for a satisfying life. 
Some people sit down too soon. They 
remind us of Lotus Eaters, people 
told about in Homer’s Odyssey, who 
lazily lay on their beach eating a 
fruit which caused them to lose all 
interest in work and all desire to 
reach their native country. The worst 
thing in life is not to fail, but not to 
try to succeed; to live in the gray 
twilight that knows neither bright- 
ness nor shadow, neither victory nor 
defeat. 

You may not always be able to 
play the game gleefully; you may, 
indeed, be glad to think sometimes 
that because an unhappiness has not 
befallen you that it is your happi- 
ness. Like Robert Louis Stevenson, 
writer of remarkable poetry and still- 
living prose, you may rise above 
self-pity.

The bonds pay 6 per cent interest, 
payable on February 1 and August

bond issue. Bonds are still available 
in denominations of $1,000 and $500 
with maturities ranging from 1971 to 
1980.

Clarke College has now entered the 
seventh decade of its life and minis- 
try as jthe sixty-first session is well 
underway. And a promising session 
it is, with a student body composed 
of unusually high quality students 
who have a great potential for leader- 
ship and service. The enrollment is 
slightly ahead of last year with a 
total of 272 students registered. 

It is good to note an increase in 
the number of students for the 
ministry with 74 enrolled this year 
in comparison with 57 last fall. Also, 
there are 48 preparing for other 
forms of vocational Christian service. 
At a time when many of us are con- 
cerned about the decline in the num- 
ber of ministerial students in our 
Baptist colleges the increase in this 
category is most encouraging.

Vaughn of the Education Depart- 
ment, who is • ' away on leave of 
absence working on his Doctor’s de- 
gree at the University of Southern 
Mississippi. It is good, however, that 
our Dean of Women, Mrs. A. L.

The appointment of Miss Mary 
Margaret Sullivan as Admissions 
Counselor and her full-time service 
in the area of student recruitment 
will be very valuable to us as we 
look toward the work of next year.

Interpretive Notes 

“Indian Love Call” relaxed every- 
one to a light mood — a refreshing 
change from class routine. The 
lilting melody of “Tea for Two” 
and the melodic “Days of Wine 
and Roses” drew on some old 
memories. 

A religious tone came to the 
listener’s ear when the words of 
the gospel song “Overshadowed” 
filled the room. The idea that 
Christ is preparing a home for us 
is found in “Ivory Palaces” follow- 
ed by the familiar theme of “Fol- 
low Me.” 

A truly w r orshipful attitude over- 
takes the heart as the oboe states 
the main theme from “Truth Di- 
vine” interspersed with interludes 
on the flute and diapasons. A depth 
in religious experience is encoun- 
tered with the strains of the choral 
“My Heart is Filled with Longing.” 
At this point one’s mind is turned 
back to the crucifixion that made 
all this possible in the mood set 
by “The Suffering Savior.” The 
music begins with the tension felt 
before death and moves with in- 
creasing speed and full organ as 
the sins of the world bear down 
upon the Savior. The sereneness 
and peace of mind after all was 
done is clearly depicted in “By 
Waters Still.” A clear tremolo ef- 
fect on the flutes makes a mental 
picture of water gently flowing 


through a green meadow. 

The mood is changed decisively 
when music from “Canyon Walls” 
describes a canyon with an ap- 
proaching storm. The disturbance 
gradually builds until it seems one 
can bear no more, then passes on 
into the distance. The calm is gone 
once again as the storm rumbles 
through for one last blast at the 
jagged rocks. The trumpets of 
“Agincourt Hymn” take history 
back to the fourteenth century with 
chorale movement and fades into 
the distance again as the trumpets 
die away. “Toccata from Toccata 
and Fugue in D Minor’ ” rounds 
out this section with the full organ 
stops and its many notes beginning 
softly and rising to a majestic 
fortzando. 

A series of hymn tunes brings 
familiar words to mind. A modern 
composition by Gordon Young in- 
troduces the melody of “Christ the 
Lord is Risen Today” in clashing 
tone clusters. As if to balance out 
the ultramodern, Luther’s “A 
Mighty Fortress” puts one’s feet 
on solid ground recounting the 
hymn tune of “Take Time to be 
Holy.” “Leaning on the Everlast- 
ing Arms” ends the program with 
every word clearly articulated by 
every note. Soft flutes restate the 
first phrase until the tune is firm- 
ly implanted in one’s mind . . . 
never to be forgotten. 
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CLARKE RECEIVES 
PROPERTY BEQUEST 

The total assets of Clarke College 
have been increased by at least 
$60,000 recently through a bequest 
in the will of the late Mr. W. Parham 
Bridges, long-time realtor of Jack- 
son. Mr. Bridges bequeathed to the 
College a valuable piece of property 
on North State Street in Jackson 
with the designation that the income 
from the property shall be used for 
the purpose of assisting worthy stu- 
dents attending Clarke College. 

This bequest is one of the six 
largest gifts ever to come to the 
Baptist junior college in its sixty-one 
years of service in the field of 
Christian education. Since Clarke 
allocates for student aid more than 
$35,000 per year in scholarships and 
work scholarships, the new bequest 
is most welcome. The designated 
income will help provide the needed 
funds for the assistance of students 
with their college expenses. The 
College Board of Trustees in a 
recent meeting established the “Par- 
ham Bridges Memorial Fund” in 
accord with the designation made 
by the donor.

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W. PAHIIAM BRIDGES 

Born in Madison, Mississippi in 
1894, Mr. Bridges was a graduate of 
the Jackson Public Schools and at- 
tended Miilsaps College and the 
University of Virginia. During World 
War I, he was commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant in the Army. 
After the war, he entered the 
Bridges firm established by his 
father in 1900. Mr. Bridges assumed 
full management of the firm upon 
his father’s death and, with the 
exception of a few years service 
as the first State Director of the 
Federal Housing Administration was 
active in this capacity until his 
death. 

Mr. Bridges was a member of 
Calvary Baptist Church, Jackson, 
and in the last years of his life he 
had been a member of Calvary long- 
er than any other living person — 
a period of almost 65 years. He 
served on numerous committees in 
his church and he personally select- 
ed the site on which the present 
Calvary Church plant was erected.

Musicians Parham 
and Duggin revealed the secret to 
commendable performance' of the 
composition in their freedom) of 
timing within the phrases. 

Back at the organ for the entire 
second half of his program, follow- 
ing intermission, Mr. Parham kept 
his listeners charmed throughout 
the recital. In Louis Vierne’s Caril- 
lon full chords resounded above the 
intricate foot work pattern and yet 
the dynamic foot motif left even the 
non-musician breathless. The orga- 
nist climaxed his program with the 
colorful and descriptive “Pageant 
of Autumn” By Leo Sowerby. Leo 
Sowerby, who died only last year, 
has been called Dean of American 
organ composers of this century. 

At the close of the concert mem- 
bers of Clarke College Music Club 
invited those present to a reception 
where they had opportunity to meet 
the artist who had provided his 
hearers this evening of rare musi- 
cal enjoyment.

Stratton Congregation 
Establishes Scholarship 

When a church, decides that the 
needs it meets can be adequately 
met by other churches and that since 
its organization is no longer essential 
it might be dissolved, what should 
be done with its property and other 
assets? 

The Stratton Baptist Church made 
a decision about this question that 
will enable the church to go on 
living and serving through the years 
ahead even though the organizational 
structure is dissolved. The congre- 
gation voted to sell the church 
property and set up an endowed 
scholarship fund for ministerial stu- 
dents at Clarke College. A committee 
of the church leaders brought to the 
Clarke College offices a check for 
$2,500 representing the proceeds from 
the sale of the property and the 
fund has been established as the 
“Stratton Baptist Church Ministerial 
Scholarship Fund.” The money is 
now invested and will provide an 
annual scholarship of $150 which 
will assist a ministerial student with 
his college expenses. 

The Stratton Church has been 
deeply interested in young ministers 
through the years. Many students 
of Clarke College have served the 
church as pastor during their stu- 
dent days and the people have 
watched with interest as they have 
gone on to further preparation and 
larger service. It is quite fitting now 
that the proceeds from the church 
property be set aside and dedicated 
to the preparation of many others 
for such service.
